The first reliable news of the loss in the 
Little Sioux Valley south of Cherokee was se- 
cured tonight via courier from Correctionville 
to Kingsley, to which place the telephone line 
was working. The story is that at 1 o’clock 
Wednesday morning a terrible rush 
of water came down through the 
valley above the mill-dam just above Correc- 
tionville. The dam gave way and the waters 
deluged the city. Many houses in the lower 
portion of the town were soon swept from 
their foundations. In one house, a 
large two-story frame building, were two 
children, who wére drowned. The bridges of 
the Illinois Central and Chicago and North- 
western were destroyed as well as several fine 
county roads, Many families are quar- 
tered in the schoolhouses and in high 
brick buildings. Stocks of goods were 
badly damsged. Tue railroads’ in 
all directions from Correctionville are washed 
out; but it is impossible to guess the loss, as 
the water is still high. Hundreds of acres of 
corn above and below the town are submerged 
and a great many cattle, horses, and hogs are 
drowned. In Correctionville the water rose 
twenty-five feet above its normal stage. 

From Kingsley it was learned that not a 
building in Moville escaped damage from the 
flood in West Fork, a tributary of the Little 
Sioux. All were moved from their founda- 
tions and are now standing in the streets or 
carried faraway. All bridges on West Fork 
were carried away. Not aword can yet be 
learned from Oto, Smithland, and points 
down the Little Sioux River. 

In Danger of Starvation. 

A special from Moville, on West Fork, 
which was completely inundated, says that 
there are only 250 pounds of flour in the town. 
The town is almost completely cut off from 
succor. Hundreds of horses and other live 
stock out in the fields in the valley were fear- 
fully lacerated by the barbed wires varried 
down by the swollen torrent, in which the 
beasts become entangled. 

A. W. Thesher, the mail clerk who went 
east from this city Thursday night with the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul passenger, 
which is now water-bound at Hornick, reached 
here today and thus relates his experience: 
„Our train reached Rodney in the Little 
Sioux Valley along in the morning. There 
we were told that we could go no further on 
account of washouts on Maple River and 
started back to Sioux City. When we reached 
a point a zmile or so this side of Hornick 
a flash of lightning revealed a sea 
of water over the tracks and 
further progress was impossible, so we ran 
back to Hornick. The train is still there with 
the crew and twenty-three passengers and no 
prospects of getting out for a couple of days. 
The track in the Sioux Valley, from what we 
could gather from meager reports, is out, and 
at 2 o’clock Thursday afternoon the water at 
Rodney was still rising at the rate of four 
inches an hour. Between Hornickand Hedge’s 
Siding the track is out in many places, and so 
great was the force of the water that the rails 
were carried far from the roadbed.”’ 

Ho did you get back here? 

“Well, I got hungry, as did all the passen- 
gers. Our rations were rather slim and so I 
made up my mind to come to Sioux City. I 
put my letter mail in a pouch together with 
my clothing and started to wade. I waded 
through fully a mile and a half of water be- 
tween Hornick and Hedge’s and in many 
places it was up to my neck. At Hedge’s I 
caught a construction-train and rode into 
Sioux City. 

The low lands are covered with water as 
far as you can see. Field after field is sub- 
metged, and all over the flats the water is 
from one to four feet deep in the first floors 
of houses. The farmers have moved out to 
the high ground in nearly all instances. 

“T saw farmers wading in the water up to 
their waists pushing rafts, on which were load- 
ed their families and household goods, ahead 
of them to the high land. One farmer at Hor- 
nick whose house was flooded pushed a big 
hog trough ahead of him in which his wife 
holding her baby was seated. He was mak- 
ing for the high ground near our train.“ 

Further reports here place the loss at Suth- 
erland by the storm at $75,000 to buildings 
alone. Seventy miles of Illinois Central track 
are submerged. It will take many days to re- 
pair it. The loss to the Chicago and North- 
western will be fully as great as to the Illinois 
Central. : 


MANY MILES OF TRACK WASHED OUT. 


The Northwestern Road a Severe ‘Sufferer 
by the Floods in Iowa. 

Booxx, Ia., June 26.—[Special. }—Communi- 
cation was opened today for the first time 
since the storm with the flooded district on 
the Maple River branch ofthe Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. The telegraph wires 
are all down and many mules of track washed 
out. Three miles are gone in one straight 
stretch between Moville and Kingsley. The 
bridge over the Sioux is swept away, as are 
nearly all the small bridges. The Town of 
Moville is almost wiped out of existence. The 
water rose to ceilings of all the buildings, and 
those in the lower part of town were swept 
away. Another storm set in this afternoon in 
the same region and is rapidly traveling east. 
It extends south to the main line of the North- 
western, which has thus far escaped damage. 
The Milwaukee and St. Paul has several miles 
of its track washed out.

PURSUED BY THE DEVIL. 


MR. CLANCY OF CHICAGO TAKES A 
PLUNGE IN EAST RIVER. 


He Escapes the Evil One but Falls Into the 
Clutches of a Policeman and Is Now in 
Bellevue Hospital—The Doctors Say He 
Is Insane—New Light Cast on the Life 
of Robert Morris—The Tarrytown Mys- 

' tery Deepening. 

New York, June 26.—([Special.]—Police- 
man Dougherty of the Delancey Street Sta- 
tion was walking along the water front on 
the East Side, near Pier 55, today, when his 
attention was called to a well-dressed young 
man whose actions indicated that he had had 
a severe wrestle with the flowing bowl the 
evening before. 

„Ses here, young fellow,“ observed the po- 
liceman, approaching the individual ad- 
dressed, you've missed your bearings, eh!?“ 

„ Sh-sh,” replied the young man, pointing 
to the right of the officer, “‘he’ll hear you. 
Great Scott! Here he comes,” and in an in- 
stant the man had plunged oyer the side of 
the pier into the river. With the assistance 
of some men who happened to be passing 
in a rowboat, the well-dressed stranger was 
landed on the pier. 

„What are you trying todo”’ asked the 
policeman. ‘** Commit suicide?” 

Hold on,” said the water-soaked young 
man. “I’m no fool. I know what I was 
about. Never had the devil after you, did 
you? Talk about claws! Just look at those, 
No, you don't,“ he shouted at the imaginary 
fiend as he again attempted to plunge into 
the river. An ambulance was sent for, which 
conveyed him to Gouverneur Hospital, whence 
he was taken to Bellevue. He appeared cool 
and collected except that he kept insisting 
that the devil was after him. Say, he re- 
marked as the ambulance reached Bellevue, 
*‘ I’ve lived in this town all my life, but III 
be hanged if I ever saw this place before. 
What have they been doing to the river, any- 
how? 

* Where do vou think you are?” asked the 
ambulance doctor. 

** Why, in Chicago, of course. This is a new 
part of the town for me, though.“ 

He was closely questioned by the surgeon, 
who ascertained that he was John Clancy, 30 
years old, a tailor living at No. 409 May street, 
Chicago. He had evidently come to this city 
without realizing what he was doing. The 
doctors tried to tell him that he was in New 
York. O, no you don’t,” said he, you can’t 
play that on me, I wasn’t born yesterday.“ 
The hospital doctors say that the man is in- 
sane. He will be kept in the insane pavilion 
at Bellevue until his sanity is determined. 


DIDN’T DIE IN A DEBTOR’S PRISON. 


Interesting Discoveries in the Life of Reb- 
ert Morris Made by His Heirs. 

New Yorx, June 26.—[Special. ]--Measures 
are now being taken by the heirs of Robert 
Morris, one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, to disprove the historical 
statement that has been so long accépted 
that he died in a poorhouse. On one occa- 
sion during the Revolution, history says, 
Mr. Morris rescued Congress from a seeming- 
ly fatal crisis by borrowing money on his own 
name and that of his firm. The $1,500,000 
which enabled Washington to carry out his 
last campaign against Cornwallis was raised 
by his own exertions and by his own notes. 

Four years ago a law was passed by Con- 
gress to pay the heirs of Robert Morris 
the $1,500,000 which was due him, with inter- 
est, now amounting to in the neighborhood of 
$8,000,000. The heirs have been active in con- 
sequence, and some interesting discoveries 
have been made in the tracing of relationship, 
among the facts which are established beyond 
controversy being that instead of dying in a 
debtors’ prison he died on a small farm near 
Farmingdale, N. J., in 1826, twenty years 
later than given by the histories. 

During his last years he was cared for and 
devotedly nursed by a granddaughter, Mary 
Hurley, now living with her own grand- 
daughter at Toms River, N. J. The three 
nearest relatives are three living granddaugh- 
ters—Mrs. Hurley, mentioned above and re- 
siding at Toms River, aged 92 years; Mrs. 
Content Sutphen, living at Colt Neck, five 
miles from Freehold, N. J.; and Mrs. Adaline 
Woolley, aged 74 years, living at Long 
Branch, N. J. 


ATWOOD TURNS OUT TO BE A FRAUD. 


The Identity of the Woman Drowned Near 
Tarrytown Still a Mystery. 

New York, June 26.—[{Special.]—Frank 
Atwood, who identified and claimed the body 
of the young woman who drowned herself 
near Tarrytown, proves to be a suspicious 
character witha bogus name. He is under 
arrest. H's relatives say that for the last ten 
days he has been out of his head.“ His true 
name is Victor George Herdling, and he is the 
son of George Herdling, proprietor of the Unit- 
ed States Hotel at Fulton and Water streets. 
Yet Herdling may have known the dead 
woman. He accurately described blemishes 
on her body that the doctors had not discov- 
ered at the autopsy, particularly a scar from 
either a burn or scald on her left knee. Herd- 
ling had only looked at the face of the corpse 
when he located the blemishes, and a further 
examination of the body by the physicians 
proved his statement to be correct. The rest 
of his story about his married life with 
the woman was a string of lies. George P. 
Herdling, his father, appeared before Coroner 
Sullon tonight and said: I have viewed the 
body and do not recognize it. I am ac- 
quainted with the man who says he is Frank 
Atwood. He is my son, Victor George Herd- 
ling. He is married and has been working on 
the New York Central railroad lately. He is 
living with his wife. Their relations are 
friendly so fai as I know.”

Smith is an overseer on the 
Watson farm, and not long since heard 
that Alsop was circulating some scandalous 
stories about Miss Wa ; the 17-year-old 
daughter of the former's employer, and had 
given Smith as his informant. Smith said 
that Alsop had himself originated the stories 
about the young lady and denounced him as a 
liar and a traducer. This was brought to Al- 
sop’s ears, and he declared that he would set- 
tle with Smith. Armed with revolvers Alsop 
and Stewart drove to the Watson farm and 
asked for Smith. Smith came walking out to 
the buggy, and when within a few 
yards of the vehicle Alsop pulled 
his pistol and fired, The bullet 
struck the young farmer in the right breast.

One of Smith’s 
bullets struck Alsop in the left side, but 
glanced off the ribs, doing little injury.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION AT GALVESTON, 


Four Powder Magazines Blow Up, Causing 
Great Damage. 

Gatverstron, Tex., June 26.—About 11 a, m. 
today, during the prevalence of an electrical 
storm which passed over the city, a bolt of 
lightning descended, striking and exploding 
the powder-house of the American Powder 
company, containing 2,000 kegs of pow- 
der, The concussion caused the Haz- 
ard & Dupont and Laflin & Rand 
powder-houses to explode and the 
magazine of Victor Cortinas. Although these 
powder magazines were located near Eagle 
Grove, four miles west of the city, the shock 
of the explosion caused houses to rock and 
sway inthe city as if shaken byan earth- 
quake. Glass was broken, doors flung open, 
plaster fell from the walls, goods came tum- 
bling down from the shelves, caused by sway- 
ing of the buildings, and people were paral- 
yzed with fright. A telephone message from 
the scene of the disaster told the cause of the 
disturbance and dispelled the fear that had 
siezed upon the people. Chaos and 
ruin marked the scene of the disaster. 
Where the powder-houses stood there is not a 
vestige of a building left and the site of the 
American Powder magazine is marked by a 
hole in the ground 120 feet in circumference 
and from 25 to 30 in depth. Scantlings 4x4 
were hurled through the air half a mile with 
the terrific force of theexplosion, and brick and 


other débris is scattered over a large area of 


territory. Buildings in the immediate neigh- 
borhood and for three-quarters of a mile 
distant are badly wrecked and a number of 
persons hurt, one man fatally. The offices of 
the stock-yards were badly wrecked, and 
fourteen head of cattle and other stock were 
killed. Total loss, $20,000. 


TUMBLED INTO THE YELLOWSTONE RIVER 


Northern Pacific Passengers Narrowly Es- 
cape Drowning Near Rosebud, Mont, 

Roszsup, Mont., June 26.—[Special.|—A 
remarkable accident occurred to the west- 
bound Northern Pacifle express a mile west of 
here at 10:30 o’clock last night. Thirteen 
persons were injured, among them being 
Francis Murphy, the well-known temperance 
lecturer of Pittsburg. A washout had oc- 
curred along an embankment, but the whole 
heavy train passed over it except the sleeping- 
car Dickinson, which jumped the track and 
rolled into the Yellowstone River. All the 
lights were extinguished, and it was feared 
that several of the sleeping passengers had 
been drowned. Rapid work by the train men, 
however, got everybody out of the car 
and it was found that although thirteen per- 
sons were injured mostof them had only 
scratches.

Gas Trust and Are Back of the Indiana 
Natural Gas Scheme—Yet They Propose 
to Furnish Dollar Illuminating Gas in 
Competition with the Old Companies 
What the Ordinance Provides. 

The ordinance which Ald. Vierling intro- 
duced in the Council Thursday evening to 
amend the Economic Fuel Gas ordinance 
passed Dec. 22 of last year is afar more im- 
portant measure than was generally supposed 
when it was presented in the Council. The 
ordinance of December was passed to enable 
the Economic company to pipe natural gas 
from the Indiana fields. The amendments 
now provide that the company may enter on 
the manufacture of illuminating gas and on 
its distribution. 

This was prohibited by the old ordinance, 
the first section of which provides as follows: 
“There ishereby granted to the Chicago 
Economic Fuel Gas company, its sucessors 
and assignees, etc., the mght to construct and 
operate works for the manufacture of fuel gas 
only within the City of Chicago.”’ 

The amendments as explained in Tan 
Tarnunn yesterday provide that the company 
may enter into the manufacture 
and sale of illuminating gas, and the price 
is fixed by the ordinance at $1 per 1,000 cubic 
feet to private consumers and $17.50 per 
lamp for the city. It is further provided that 


‘it cannot enter into combination with the 


other gas corporations, which seems to in- 


dicate that it will be in competition with the 


Billings companies, and that it will not use the 
old Consumers’ company’s pipes, as had been 
predicted. The ordinance provides further 
that the company will have to pay annually 
into the City Treasury 34% per cent of the 
gross receipts from illuminating gas, and 
makes the other usual stipulations. 
Those Who Are Interested. 

Among those interested in the new com- 
pany are Columbus R. Cummings, Sydney 
Kent, J, W. Doane, Erskine M. Phelps, and 
C. T. Yerkes, and all those concerned in the 
Indiana natural gas enterprise. There is no 


doubt that there is an abundance of capital 


behind it and its promoters are in earnest in 
their endeavor to secure its passage. 

Some of the people around the City Hall 
are much surprised that the new erdinance 
should be submitted so soon after the old 
companies had made their arrangements with 
the city on a much better price, and the ques- 
tion is asked: “Are the promoters of the 
new company not on as friendly terms with 
the managers of the old companies ‘as they 
used to be? 

In fact it has been understood 
that the promoters of the new com- 
pany controlled the old company. Why 
then this competition as to price? Is it m- 
tended to facilitate the bringing in of the nat- 
ural gas? Or is it, as is hinted, an attempt 
on the part of those who got their fingers 
burned: in the gas trust operations to get 
even with those who punished them? 

Another suggestion which is made is this: 
It is the intention of the new company to 
erect its works in the vicinity of the oil tanks 
beyond the State line in Indiana and to util- 
ize the oil which is piped there from Lima to 
prepare the natural gas for illuminating pur- 
poses. Thereisa simple process by which 


this ean be done and the manufacture of the 


illuminating gas greatly cheapened. 
Is the Standard Oil in It? 

Of course it will be a matter of great econ- 
omy to the company to pipe the illuminating 
gas from works in Indiana along in the same 
trunk line for pipes with the fuel natural gas. 
Those wha make the suggestion as to the use 
of oil are of the opinfon that the Standard Oil 
company is behind the whole enterprise. 

Sydney Kent, who is interested in the new 
company, said yesterday in reference to the 
amended ordinance: ‘‘ We propose to furnish 
dollar gas to the city. We know we can do it, 
and we ask the privilege to lay illuminating 
gas mains in the city streets along the fuel 
gas mains. Both things can be d at the 
same time. There will be but one disturbance 
of the streets, or rather of the alleys, as we 
propose to utilize the alleys mostly. 

„We will gladly submit to any reasonable 
restrictions that may be placed onus. This 
company is composed mostly of Chicago men, 
who feel a pride in Chicago and who are will- 
ing to advance its interests. 

If the ordinance passes, as it is deemed cer- 
tain to do, though perhaps in an amended 
form, it is the intention to enter at once on 
the erection of a plant for the manufacture of 
illuminating gas. The promoters hope to 


have their plant completed within a year, 


when Chicago will have $1 illuminating gas 
and 50-cent fuel gas. | 

Ald. Vierling’s ordinance was referred to 
the Committee on Gas yesterday. The com- 
mittee will doubtless report back before va- 


cation. 
Look Upon It Favorably. 


Most of the Aldermen were too angry yes- 
terday to discuss the matter, but Ald. Bidwill 
and others spoken to expressed the opmion 
that as there would be only one tearing up of 
the streets, as an immediate reduction in 
price was promised, as the company was 
backed by Chicago men of means, it ought to 
be given a fair show. What effect it will have 
on the prices charged by the old companies 
remains to be seen. 

In reference to natural gas Mr. Kent says 
the company will be ready to introduce it 
within the next year. It is being drawn from 
the fields at Kokomo and will bé introduced 
into the city at a point near Hammond. Mr, 
Kent says the recent decision of the Indiana 
Supreme Court providing that not more than 
800 pounds pressure might be used will not 
affect the piping and that the 300 pounds 
pressure is sufficient.

DRUNKEN RUFFIANS CAUSE A BLOCKADE. 
They Clean Out a Street-Car and Fight 
Desperately When Arrested. 

.Two drunken brickmasons, Thomas Carey 
and John Beary, caused a blockade on the 
West Side cable-loop at 9 o’clock last night, 
came near causing a panic in the tunnel, and 
drove the passengers from the car they were 
on. They were arrested after a hard fight by 
Detectives Nordrum and Desouza of the Cen- 
tral Station and locked up.

There were several women on the car, and 
when the drunken pair got up on their seats 
and began to swear and threaten to throw 
everybody off there was a general stampede 
for the forward end ofthe car. One of the 
fellows was waving a steel trowel 
about his head, and with oaths de- 
claring he would brain any one who 
resisted while his companion whirled a 
plummet about in a like manner. The pas-

conductor was using all his persuasive ability 
to induce the ruffians to desist. 

As the cars came out of the tunnel the con- 
ductor cailed the gripman and conductor 
from the forward car to his aid, &s 


off. In the meantime they had driven nearly 
every one from the car.

Wabash avenue was assisting his wife to alight 
when Carey caught her by the shoulders and 
gave her a violent push that sent her to the 
pavement. : 

At this moment Conductors Murphy and G. 
W. Powell grabbed Carey from behind and 
threw him downin the aisle of the car. 
Beary attempted to interfere, but Detectives 
Desouza and Nordrum, who had been attracted 
by the crowd and noise, captured him just in 
time. Both Carey and Beary fought like 
madmen and had to be handcuffed before the 
officers could do anything with them.

GONE WITH SOME OF THE FIRM’S FUNDS. 


The Baltimore Agent of Belford, Clarke & 
Co, Disappears, * 

Barron, Md., June 26.— [Special. 
The present whereabouts of Adam Dingwall, 
late manager of the Baltimore branch of Bel- 
ford, Clarke & Co., publishers, of Chicago, 1s 
a problem members of the Western firm are 
vainly trying to solve. They would also be 
gratified to know what became of $2,000 that 
is also missing. Mr. O’Dell, a member of 
the firm, will arrive here in a few 
days and begin an investigation. Dingwall 
was in Louisville last November and later in 
Pittsburg. During March he was sent here 
and given full charge of the company’s office, 
He opened an account at the Traders’ Nation- 
al Bank, and for a time things were in a flour- 
ishing condition. The business prospered and 
large rem ces were sent to the firm in 
Chicago. Apout June 1, it is stated, the firm 
sent a draft and upon its receipt Dingwall 
seemed much worried. He acted queerly for 
a few days and June 8 told the clerk he 
had been ordered to go to New York on busi- 
ness for the firm. He packed his valise and 
said he would be back next day. When the 


end of the week came and he had not returned 


the employés became nervous and wondered 
where their pay was coming from. Finally a 
letter was sent to the firm and it informed 
them of the state of affairs. Another agent 
was ordered here to take temporary charge of 
the business, and last Sunday Mr. Clarke 
came over from Chicago. He found nearly 
all the cash to the firm’s credit in the bank 
had been drawn a day or two previous to 
Dingwell’s departure and estimates the 
amount missing at about $2,000.

REPLY TO CHARGES MADE BY THE 
JOINT LABOR COMMITTEE. 


World’s Fair Directors Instruct the Com- 
mittee on Grounds and Buildings to 
See Whether Contractors Are Working 
Men Over Eight Hours a Day—They Re- 
fuse to Indorse the Labor Warning, 
However—Pians for a Bazaar of Au

World's Fair directors will keep their agree 
ment with organized labor that eight hours 
shall constitute a day’s work for carpenters 
and other skilled labor on the Exposition 
grounds, 

Charges were made yesterday that the Con- 
struction Department was employing men en 
the basis of a ten instead of an eight-hour day. 
This complaint was presented at the meeting 
of the Board of Directors last night and the 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings was in- 
structed to investigate. 

Thursday night the Carpenters Council ap 
pointed a committee of seven men, with Presi 
dent Ogden as Chairman, to go to Jackson 
Park and investigate. Thecommittee did soand 
last nightsent the following communication to 
the Board of Directors, which during the after- 
noon the Building Trades’ Council had in- 


dorsed : 

To the World’s Columbian Exposition Direct- 
ory—Gentlemen: It has come to our knowle 
that prior to June 26 carpentry work on buildings 
on World's Fair grounds being constructed un- 
der the direct supervision of your ‘appointed offi- 
cers was done at ten hours per day in direct vio- 
lation of the agreement between your honorable 
body and the representatives of organized labor 


of Chicago. 

The build referred to are known as the 
Hospital Building and stables, on which your em- 
— admit having been obliged to work ten 

ours per day under instractions from Mr. Burn- 
ham, through his subordinates. We do not know 
how extensive Mr. Burnham’s authority 1s, but

RECOINAGE OF TRADE-DOLLAR BULLION, 


Over 5,000,000 Standard Silver Dollars 
Will Be Thus Put in Circulation. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 26.—The trade- 
dollar bullion which is to be coined into sil- 
ver standard dollars is stored in the mints at 
Philadelphia and New Orleans, It results 
from the melting into bars of the trade 
dollars redeemed at their face value under the 
act of March 3, 1887, providing for the re- 


demption of all such coins not mutilated, de- 
— a stamped, presented within six 


months from the date of the act. The total 
number redeemed was 7,689,036, a portion 
of which have already been coined into sub 
sidiary coin. act of March 3, 
1891, provided, however, that the balance 
should be coined into standard silver dollars 
only and that this should be done as soon 
as practicable.“ Owing to the mandatory 
coinage of 2,000,000 ounces of silver, or 
$2,585,000 a month, until J 5 1, 1891, 
under the act of July 14, 1890, it has 
been impracticable up his time 
to coin the trade dollar bullion into 
standard dollars. The amount stored at Phila- 
delphia is 1,385,425 fine ounces and 
amount at New Orleans 3,038,879 fine ounces. 
This will make in all about $5,148,281 in stand- 
ard silver dollars, a net profit above its cost of 
a little over $600,000, — 

The trade dollar weighed 420 „ while 
the standard dollar weighs 41245, 3 
margin of profit of 744 grains on each 
recoined, but as a matter of fact the pieces 
were abraded by wear about five 
grains each, It will take from 
three to four months to execute this 
recoinage at New Orleans and about two 
months to coin the stock at Philadelphia.’ A 
large amount of subsidiary silver and mint 
coins will also have to be recoined at Phil- 
adelphia during the same peried. The last

| $150,000 for the recomage of the uncur- 


rent fractional silver coin now in the 
Treasury, abraded below the limit of tolerance. 
This is about as much as has been app 

ed for the last six or seven years . 
It is estimated from what has already been 
recoined that the loss which this appropria- 
tion will reimburse will be about 5 per cent— 
that is, it will pay the loss on the recoinage of 
from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. ö 

The demand for dimes continues unabated 
and most of the recomage for the — will 
be of that denomination, although 28 
cent pieces may also be coined at San 
Francisco, The coinage of dimes duri 
the last three years has been $3,176.47 
or 31,764,710 pieces, the — art of 
which was executed at the Philadelphia mint, 
taxing that mint with its cramped space to 
its utmost capacity. It is N soe to dis- 
tribute this coinage between the mints at San 
Francisco, Philadelphia, and New Orleaus, 

By law the coinage of minor coin—one-cent 
and five-cent pieces—is confined to the mint 
at Philadelphia. This coinage has been very 
heavy for several years past. During the last 
three years the coinage of five-cent pieces 
amounted to $2,093,161, and the coinage of one- 
cent J 395,364, making a coinage 
of 175,487,430 pieces. This has been ab- 
sor by the public, and there is every indi- 
cation that the demand for these coins will 
continue large for months to come, and add 
considerably to the work of the Philadelphia 
mint.

A WOMAN LEAPS FROM A TRAIN. 


Mrs. Philo’s Desperate Escape from a Den- 
ver Deputy Sheriff. 

Thursday evening Deputy-Sheriff Reno of 
Denver left this city having in charge Mrs. E. 
L. Philo, 28 years old, who is wanted in that 
city on the charge of forgery and jumping her 
bond. The woman is one of a gang of six or 
eight in Denver, it is said, who have been en- 
gaged in numerous forgeries and swindling 
schemes by which the citizens of Denver have 
been fleeced out of many thousands of dollars. 

Thursday noon the woman was seen at the 
corner of State and Madison streets and 
placed under arrest. Reno started for Den- 
ver with her the same evening. Ninety miles 
of the distance had been traversed without in- 
cident. The officer had his charge on the in- 
side of the seat, next the car window, and, 
thinking her secure, dropped into a doze. He 
was suddenly awakened, to see the feet of his 
fair prisoner as her form disappeared through 
the open window. It was the work of a mo- 
ment for Reno to seize the bell rope and bring 
the train to astov, when with a half-dozen 
train men he rushed back to the spot where 
the woman had made her desperate leap, ex- 
pecting to find her bleeding and mangled 
form by the roadside. But a search of an hour 
in the tall grass failed to discover the woman. 

At the time the woman jumped from the 
train it was running at a speed of forty 
miles an hour, and it is almost miraculous 
that she was not injured so as to make her es- 
cape impossible. Mrs. Philo’s escape is a 
serious blow to the officials at Denver, as she 
had promised to turn State’s evidence against 
the members of the gang with which she was 
associated.

ORDINANCE-SMUGGLING THROUGH THE 
COUNCIL. 

Good is certain to come out of the row in 
the Council Thursday night over the Northern 
Pacific ordinance which was alleged to have 
passed the Council unknown even to the pre- 
siding officer. Ald. Madden, who occupied 
the chair the evening the ordinance was 
passed, says it never came before the Council 
in any shape orform. “Iwill go into any 
court of record,” said he, and make oath to 
that effect. I em very careful when presiding 
and never take my eyes off the clerk. I know 
that that ordinance was never read, not even 
somuch as the title. Another thing that 
would prove this is the fact that it has never 
been published in the records. 

This is not the only measure that has been 
“smuggled through the Council,” as some of 
the Aldermen would put it. Orders and ordi- 
nances involving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been put through without pub- 
lication or discussion. Nothing is said about 


them in the public press because the news- 


paper men at the City Hall are kept in igno- 
rance of their existence. It requires eternal 
vigilance,” more than ordinary physical ex- 
ertion, a good knowledge of municipal 
affairs, and constant attendance at the Coun- 
ciland committee meetings to keep up with 


men. Committees having the expenditure of 
millions hold secret sessions. reporters 
are rigidly excluded. Committee meetings to 
discuss important ordinan fuel gas 
ordinance, for instance —are hours ahead 
of the time of the call in order to enable a 
few in the secret to rush matters. The desks 
of the reporters are purposely so located in 
the Council chamber that it is impossible for 
them to hear all that the clerk reads. Orders 
are thus lost sight of, and ordinances imper- 
fectly described are hastily disposed of without 
the public being any the wiser. It takes two 
or three minutes for the newspaper men to 
get from their perches to the clerk’s desk 
to obtain a copy of an order or an ordinance 
to read, and then there is a scramble between 
half a dozen for possession of the document. 

During Mayor Roche’s term it was the cus- 
tom to make manifold copies of all public 
documents for the accommodation of the 
newsgatherers. This custom was suppressed 
under the last Mayor for suggestive reasons. 
The change facilitated smuggling and sur- 
reptitious legislation. As a case in point it 
may be mentioned that when Mayor Cregier 
submitted to the Council two ordinances in 
favor of the Northern Pacific last March—the 
one for narrowing the South Branch sixty 
feet and the other ordinance an almost 
exact copy of the ordinance repealed 
Thursday evening— Tun Trisune was the 
only paper able next morning to point out the 
real character of the ordinances. And the dis 
covery made as to them was a result of mere 
accident. The alley L'“ road amending or- 
dinance, passed in the heat of the municipal 
campaign and granting a franchise worth 
millions of dollars, was not fully published 
when it was passed, and its general scope was 
not understood until it became law with 
Mayor Cregier’s consent. 

Other instances of smuggled ordinances 
might be cited. They are of weekly occur- 
rence, and some of the Aldermen who were 
loudest in their denunciations of smug- 
gling at the Thursday night session are in 


has been for the much-complained-of ordi- 
nance just repealed. 

It is time to call a halt on the present loose 
and wrongful methods. Orders and ordi- 
nances ought to be fully described if not fully 
read by the clerk of the Council. Where they 
involve expenditure of money or the grant of 
franchises or privileges they should be pub- 
lished before being acted on. The reporters 
should be provided with seats under the 
clerk’s desk as formerly, where they can hear 
what is read and said, and official documents 
of an important character should be printed 
in duplicate form. Ald. Sexton’s order does 
not meet these necessities bya long way.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD OBR- 
DINANCE. 

The proceedings of the Council night be- 

fore last were more than usually animated 


1 owing to the fact that a number of the Alder- 


men had discovered that an ordinance had 


been slipped through without their knowledge 
making terins with the Northern Pacific road 
regarding the Taylor, Fourteenth street, and 
Ogden avenue viaducts. Unquestionably this 
ordinance was put through by stealth, and 
such action cannot be justified, no matter 
how good the motives of the Aldermen re- 
sponsible for it. It may have been desired 
to settle long-disputed questions without the 
interference, delay, and expense of Alder- 
manic exactions, but to establish a precedent 
for the surreptitious passage of important 
measures would be to open the door wide to 
bad bargains for the ¢ity. 

Of tne fifty-five Aldermen who voted to re- 
peal the ordinance some did so because they 
were justly indignant at the smuggled way in 
which it had been passed. The feelings of 


others were outraged because an effort had 


been made to secure a settlernent between the 
city and the railroad without a previous un- 
derstanding ’’ between the road and them- 
selves. They had not been seen.“ The in- 


terests of the city did not concern them so | 


long as there was nothing in it for them- 
selves. Members of the Council whose mo- 
tives are unquestioned united with others 
whose motives are described by the word 
**boodle ”’ in voting for the repeal of the leg- 
islation of the 15th of June. 

It is not surprising that Ald. Cullerton voted 
in the negative. His ward constituents want 
the improvements referred to in the repealed 
ordinance. Taylor street is the northern 
boundary of his ward, Fourteenth street runs 
through the middle of it, and the Ogden ave- 
nue viaduct is within it. Fourteenth street 
runs through Ald. Vierling’s ward, and for that 
reason he voted with Cullerton. The state- 
ment of the Commissioner of Public Works 
shows that he favored the arrangement in 
order to finish up some improvements which 
had hung flre foralong time. He was sick 
of seeing Taylor street bridge rotting in mid. 
stream, useful to noone and a hindrance to 
navigation. He was tired, as most people are, 
of the endless fussing over the Ogden avenue 
viaduct. 

In some respects the compromise between 
the road and the city was net as objectionable 
as the Aldermen said it was Thursday night. 
From no point of view is it a tithe as bad as 
the ordinance of which it was the supplement 
and by which it was intended to give the 
Northern Pacific permission to fill out sixty 
feet into the South Branch. 

Much was said in the Council about the 
value of the streets and alleys it was proposed 
to vacate for the benefit of the road. The 


area was grossly exaggerated, and the land, 


while it would be Worth a good deal to the 
tailroad, is worth nothing to the city, as 
there was no travel on these pieces of 
street and the road owned all the abutting 
property. But that is no reason why the 
city should get from the railroad what the 
vavated strate would be worth to it. : 

But be the ordinance good or bad it is re- 
pealed, and that ought to be the end of tha 
matter, at least as far as Fourteenth street is 
concerned. There should be no bridge built 
at that point unless property-owners who are 
benefited will pay for it. If they are willing 
to pay what is necessary to open the street to 
the South Branch on both banks, and to con- 
struct the viaducts, less what the railroads can 
be made to contribute, let them do so. At 
Taylor there is no need of so great an ex- 
penditure. The bridge has been up two or 
three years and the street is opened and via- 
ducts only are to be built until the wooden 
bridge rots down. If the property-owners 
think they will be benefited by the work let 
them pay for it. That would leave Ogden 
avenue only for the city to deal with. 


KANSAS ALLIANCE BANKING AND S8UB- 
TREASURY. 

Apparently the Kansas Farmers’ Alliance 
has become convinced that there is no hope of 
carrying out nationally the absurd Subtreas- 
ury scheme of the Ocala platform, and the 
members of the orderin that State have re- 
solved on trying something like it among 
themselves. They propose to establish in each 
county a bank and an élevator. The bank is 
to issue checks to the value of 80 per cent of 
the wheat in the elevator, and these checks are 
to circulate as money among people who 
are willing to take them in exchange for goods 
or in payment of indebtedness. It is not 
stated that any capital is supposed to be neo- 
essary to establish and run these banks and 
elevators, or that the farmers would deposit 
their grain without some ‘such security as is 
furnished by the knowledge that a sufficiency 
of capital is behind the note-issuers. 

There is nothing wrung in the proposition 
to borrow money on grain deposited at coun- 
try points. The farmer has as much right to 
borrow as has the merchant in the city when 
either has sufficient property to pledge as se- 
curity for the repayment of the loan. But if 
the operation be not performed on strict busi- 
ness principles it will simply entail loss to 
those assuming the position of guarantors, or 
if there be no such responsibility the depos- 
itors or checkholders will have to suffer. 

One necessary point is that the person con- 
trolling the capital shall be the sole judge of 
how much it is safe to lend. Under ordinary 
conditions 80 per cent of the market price of 
a parcel of grain in elevator in this city can 
be borrowed on it at the bank, but

believes the grain is not worth the current 
quotations on the market. Then he will lend 
80 per cent on what he thinks is the actual 
value without reference to the tictitious price 
which may be offered during the inflation of a 
temporary corner. 
banker keeps close watch on the price fluctua- 
tions, and whenever he finds they are declin- 
ing so as to lessen his security he calls on the 
berrower fora margin. The latter must pay 
back to the bank part of the money so as to

or notes representing round sums, which is 


much the most convenient form for money. 
Without it there could be no permanence to 
the arrangement, because no security that the 
checks issued would be worth their face when 
the holder might want to spend tho money.“ 
The rule that the bank must issue a check for 
80 per cent of the current market price 
might oblige it to pay out paper nominally 
worth a great deal more than the grain could 
be sold for when the holder decided to realize, 
and then either the paper would not be worth 
its face or the difference must be made good 
by the bank, or, in other words, by the Alli- 
ance which established the bank and guaran- 
teed its transactions, Thus the members of 
the Alliance would lose on their persunal hold- 
ings of paper or in the shape of assessments 
to cover the amount of the depreciation. They 
could not possibly gain anything by the ar- 
rangement, except as some of the shrewder 
ones among them might profit at the expense 
of the rest, in.the same way that a wily farmer 
sometimes gets the better of a neighbor in a 
horse-trade, . 

The farmers m Kansas and other States 
have a perfect right to establish codperative 
banks or stores in the effort to gather in for 
themselves the alleged profits by the mercan- 
tile class, called middlemen. But if they do 
that they must also assume the responsibility 
of making good any losses that may occur 
through mismanagement or want of knowil- 
edge of the business or dishonesty on the part 
of officials. And they should especially re- 
member that it is out of their power to create 
values otherwise than by producing valuable 
things that are wanted for consumption. If 
the checks it is proposed to issue are secured 
by sufficient collateral for their redemption 
there need be no fear of their being worth 
their face. If not the ukase of the Alliance 
will not make those checks good, and the per- 
sons foolish enough to accept them at first as 
the equivalents of money would soon find that 
in trusting to Alliance promises they had been 
leaning on a broken reed. 


FREE SILVER PLANK OF THE IOWA DEM- 
OCRATS., 

The ninth plank adopted by the Iowa Dem- 
ocratic convention is a flatfooted indorse- 
ment of the movement in favor of an unlim- 
ited coinage of silver, regardless of conse- 
quences. It reads: 


We reiterate our demand of one year ago for 
the free coinage of silver and that it be made full 
legal tender for all debts, public and private, and 
denounce as unjust and dishonest the provision 
of the law recently enacted allowing parties to 
stipulate against payment in silver and silver cer- 
tificates, thus setting up one standard for tne 
creditor and another for the debtor; one for the 
poor man and another for the rich man. 


The provision of the law alluded to is that 
clause in the actof last July, which, while 
directing the purchase of 4,000,000 ounces of 
silvereach month ,and the issue of treasury 
notes against it, provides that “ such treasury 
notes shall be a legal tender in payment of 
all debts, public and private, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated in the con- 
tract. But this is directly accordant with a 
ruling by the Supreme Court of the United 
States affirming tlie right of citizens under 
the common law to make specific contracts. 
This right is one that cannot be abrogated, 
and the law of last July simply recognized it. 
The right has been exercised from time imme- 
morial in this and other countries, Several of 
the loans made for rebuilding in Chicago 
after the great fire of twenty years ago were 
made on the express stipulation that payment 
should be made in gold, and the Iowa delegates 
who voted for that plank would indignantly 
resent an effort to prevent them from lending 
farm produce and taking their pay in kind— 
of lending wheat or corn to be repaid in wheat 
or corn. Many years ago a loan was made in 
Boston with the stipulation that it should be 
repaid in a certain number of pounds of pig- 
iron. Since the sharp decline in iron set in 
that loan has been compounded at a great 
loss to the heirs of the lender, the best legal 
talent having advised that under the common 
law the terms of that contract could be insist- 
ed upon without feference to the fact that it 
invulved a severe depreciation in its value to 
the lendmg party. 

The talk about “one standard for the cred- 
itor and another for the debtor, one for the 
poor man and another for the rich man, is 
unmitigated bosh. The population of Iowa is 
about 2,000,000. A majority of these are agri- 
cultural toilers; and considerably more than 
100,000 men work for wages, receiving their 
pay by the month or at longer intervals, not a 
few being paid only at the close of the harvest 
season. If free coinage were adopted all 
these would be paid in Cheap John” silver 
dollars, each worth in purchasing power about 
25 cents less per dollar than the sum named 
on its face. [hese poor laborers would be 
swindled out of so much to put money into 
the pockets of the comparatively rich employ- 
ers who owe them. Would that help the poor 
man? Then there are a number of manufact- 
uring towns in Iowa, the workers in which 
are paid bi-weekly or monthly, mostly for 
labor in the railroad shops and the manufact- 
ure of agricultural implements. The same 
depreciated silver would be paid to them. 
The corporations that employ these toilers are 
to be favored at the expense of their em- 
ployés by being allowed to pay their wage 
rolls in stumptail dollars. How would that 
help the poor man? In Iowa there is a large 
number of National and State banks the de- 
positors in which belong mostly to the class 
which invests small savings. Their credits of 
ten to a hundred dollars and upwards could 
all be satisfied by payment in depreciated sil- 
ver dollars in the event of free coinage. 
Would that benefit the tens of thousands of 
such depositors? Are the Democrats in Iowa 
really in favor of this legislation to enrich the 
„poor, downtrodden, suffering banks at the 
expense of the rich depositors, most of 
whom have accumulated a credit by dint of 
saving a little from the proceeds of their daily 
toil? 

That free silver plank in the Iowa platform 
is an appeal to the ignorant and knavish ele- 
ments in the community. It is a vile mixture 
of claptrap and falsehood, It was drawn by 
who wish to manufacture a false 
sentiment out of the fears of the simple- 
minded pour and the hopes of the dishonest 
greedy. It will be astonishing if the 180,000 
Iowa men who voted for Cleveland in 1888 
can indorse such a monstrous avowal of lack 
of principle. The politicians who imposed it 
on the party must have had a very poor opin- 
ion of the intelligence and honesty of the 
Democratic rank and file of Iowain submit- 
ting such a declaration to them for approval 
in the coming campaign. And this shameless 
proposition, which directly strikes at the wel- 
fare of every farm laborer and every

THE YALE-HARVARD BOAT-RACE. 

The curriculum of the college no longer is 
confined exclusively to the classics, the 
sciences, the philosophies, and the humani- 
ties. The laurels of commencement are no 
longer won alone by the orators and essay- 
ists. Brawn has its triumphs as well as brain, 
and from the popular point of view the victo- 
ries of the former are the most attractive of 
the two. The crowds which attend them are 
denser, the enthusiasm which greets them is 
greater, and the bulletins announcing them 
are awaited with more eager interest. The 
reflections and prophecies of the graduates on 
commencement day create but a mild and 
languid interest as compared with the legs 
that first reach the goal or the stout arms that 
first propel the racing craft beyond it. The 
athletics have come to the front in the collegiate 
career and the Coliseum is a more attractive 
place than Olympus, 

Yesterday at New London, Conn., the great- 
est event in the college athletics of the year 
was decided in favor of Harvard as against 
Yale, the former winning the race by eleven 
lengths—a signal victory when it is consid- 
ered that Harvard was somewhat handi- 
capped, At the end of the first mile the Cam- 
bridge crew took the lead and kept it through- 
out. The race, therefore, was fairly won on 
its merits, The average weight of the Yale 
crew was larger than that of Harvard, but it 
is asserted that Harvard’s weight was more 
évenly distributed. In age Harvard had the 
advantage, however, and this is claimed as 
of considerable importance in a contest re- 
quiring endurance. In training, however, 
Yale has had a decided advantage in having 


the services of Cook, who has coached the 


Yale crews to victory many times in years 
past, and who is a boating professional, while 
the Harvard crew, owing to the prejudice 
which prevails at Cambridge against profes- 
sionals, has had to rely upon the services of 


graduates. Besides this disadvantage Har- 


vard’s Captain injured his arm recently, but 
the accident does not seem to have been a 
dangerous drawback to the crimson, 

Of the fifteen races rowed between the two 
colleges Yale has won nine—five of them in 
succession—and Harvard six. It is possible 
that the Yale crew, owing to the influence of 
five consecutive victories, went into the race 
with too much confidence. As a matter of 
fact New Haven has lost all round this season. 
Princeton has taken the baseball champion- 
ship, and in the freshman race a few days ago 
Columbia not only won but broke the record 
by rowing the two miles in nine minutes and 
forty-one seconds. It is evident the trophies 
will not adorn Yale thisseason. Another year 
it may resume its old position by hard work. 
The outcome clearly shows that Harvard has 
increased in skill to an extent that makes it 
at least an even match for its old opponent, 

With increased knowledge in their use 
there is no good reason why athletics 
should not prove a valuable addition to the 
college curriculum. It has been the abuse of 
them that has constituted the principal dan- 
ger, but now that a regular system has been 
éstablished that danger has disappeared and 
the advantageous effects are apparent. 
A signal illustration of this is shown 
in the record of Amherst. Though 
that institution has not flgured 
largely as a prize-winner, its system of regular 
exercise is admirable. It has now been con- 
ducted for thirty years under the supervision 
of Dr. Edward Hitchcock and comprises 
principally drill in marching and the use of 
dumbbells, The records which have been 
kept carefully from the first show that the 
health of the students increases during the 
collegiate course and that the percentage of 
sickness among the seniors during the last 
twenty-five years is a fourth less than among 
the freshmen. It is to be hoped this system 
of Dr. Hitchcock’s may be introduced in all the 
colleges as a regular part of the curriculum. 
It may help to work off some of the super- 
fluous enthusiasm which now vents itself in 
divers offensive ways, and it certainly will 
add to the physical stamina of the students, 
By judicious use of athletics the sound mind 
in the sound body may yet be achieved as one 
of the most valuable results of the collegiate 
course. : 


THE LOUISIANA ANTI-LOTTERY CAM- 
PAIGN, 


Although the vote upon the amendment to 
the Constitution of Louisiana upon which de- 
pends the continued existence of the lottery 
swindle will not be taken until April next, the 
anti-lottery men already have forced the 
fight in holding their first meeting in New 
Orleans Thursday night last. The resolute 
policy of the anti-lottery men is foreshadowed 
by the following vigorous declaration of one 
of the leading speakers: 

If the lottery cannot be stamped out by the 
usual means, it will have to be crushed by revolu- 
tion. Unless the State is redeemed by its own 
acts the appeal must be made to the virtue and 
intelligence of the whole country, for ſt is not 
competent for an isolated community to live as 
the moral convicts of the world, The sentiment 
of the country stamped out slavery and the rest 
of the world has already divested itself of the lot- 
tery curse. If the curse is inflicted upon Louis 
iana she must become the lost pleiad in the sis- 
terhood of States andgo forth an vutcast pariah 
with the scarlet letter of shame branded forever 


upon her forehead. 

There is no hint of compromise or surren- 
der in this. It shows that for the next nine 
months it is going to be war to the knife and 
the knife to the hilt. Already party lines have 
been disregarded, and the voters are begin- 
ning to arrange themselves in lottery or 
„ anti-lottery ’’ factions, In Ascension Parish 
the Democrats through their Executive com- 
mittee have passed resolutions denouncing the 
lottery sharks, and deciaring that “ no greater 
calamity could befall the State, the parish, and 
the party than the engrafting of the Louisiana 
State lottery upon the Constitution for the 
period of twenty-five years. They further 
propose to celebrate the Fourth of July by 
calling a mass-meeting of all the people of the 
parish, “‘so that their voices may be raised in 
no uncertain tone against the monstrous lot- 
tery proposition. The country papers are 
almost unanitnously arrayed on the side of 
the anti-lottery people, while the papers of 
New Orleans, with the honorable exception of 
the New Delta, are the tools and organs of the 
octopus. Tho latter paper is making a mag- 
nificent fight upon the gamblers and daily 
pours hot shot into them.

ADMIT THEY IMPORTED CONTRACT LABOR 


The Official Inquiry into Charges Against 
Philadelphia Weavers Completed. 

ParnapetratA, Pa., June 26.—The special 
agent appointed by Secretary Foster to in- 
quire into the recent strike at the John and 
James Dobson Mills has made its report. It 
is a lengthy one and embraces both sides of 
the story. He does not recommend what sort 
of action shall be taken, but from the testi- 
mony presented it looks as if the matter will 
be taken into court. 

John and James Dobson are charged by 
their former employés of importing contract 
labor. This is not denied by the Dobsons, as 
they claim it was a necessity,as the work 
could not be done by the weavers in this coun- 


try. 

The trouble grew out of a strike. The strik- 
ers said the Dobsons were getting foreigners 
to take their places at reduced wages. The 
Dovsons say the weavers were incompetent 
and could not weave velvet. The other side 
contends that they could, and a number of 
them testified betore the special nt that 
this kind of work they learned in gland. 
They also testified that the proper material 
was not furnished them and that the loom- 
fixers were unskilledin this branch of weav- 
ing, and the poor work was attributed to these 
causes,

The speaker was James Winters at the Tre- 
mont, a natural-gas expert from Pittsburg, 
whose visit to Chicago was to investigate a 
new process of gas manufacture. He came 
here at the instance of Pittsburg manufact- 
urers. He will report favorably and they will 
build plants for private use. 

In the course of his investigation into the new 
process he met Prof. R. H. Smith, for nine 
years Gas Inspector of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Prof. Smith has been in Chicago for 
a month and shortly after his arrival closed a 
contract with the gas company to furnish him 
with gas in unlimited quantities at 15 cents 
per 1,000 feet at Waukegan. Prof. Smith 
controls the gas franchise at Waukegan and 
last week returned to Pittsburg to make the 
final arrangements to put in the new gas 
machines at Waukegun. 

Prof. Smith, I think, has made the great- 
est bargain he ever struck, said Mr. Winters 
1 “Smith told me he had been 
ooking around for rs for acheaper process 
for making gas when he was referred to a 
chemist named Thurston Z. Hall, who, I be- 
lieve, lives in Milwaukee. Hall claimed to 
have a machine that would make gas from 

arbage if there were nothing else to make it 

rom. One evening Hall dragged Smith out 
to a place at the end oftheClybourn avenue car 
line near the Deering Harvester Works, which 
will be supplied by this plant. I have been 
out to see it, too, and the thing can be heard 
making gas two blocks away, ana out of two, 
six, and four-inch pipes the gas blows just as 
I’ve seen it in the natural gas fields of Penn- 
sylvania. The gas was lighted illumi 
nated the 22 for squares around. ; 

Prof. Smith made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the method of manufacture and then 
closed a contract with Hall. He teld me the 
inachine would be on the ground im three 
months, and that Waukegan would soon be 
— with the cheapest artificial gas in the 
World. 

»Wben Isaw the machine last evening it 
was shooting off gas at the rate of 
1,500 cubic feet a minute and making 
a noise like a thrashi machine, 
The machine is a squarely-built. furnace made 
of fire brick and iron. At the top is an iron 
door, into which the coalis thrown. On the 
coal is dropped a 500-pound weight, crushing 
the coal down to a solid mass, Running into 
the coal from the bottom is a pipe which 
blows air at a heavy pressure. is creates 
an enormous draft and is what makes the 
roaring sound. The draft forces a fire * 
the coal, making an intense heat, and the 
gases from it are forced into a receptacle con- 
taining electrodes. Here occurs a chemical 
process, and after this the gas goes into the 
pipe pure and clean. Hall has demonstrated 
to me that his machine makes gas for next to 
nothing. While I was out there he made 
500,000 feet of eighteen-candle power gas out 
of one-half a ton of coal, andsmoke and every- 
thing was consumed. All that was left was 
— e pounds of stone and iron from

Peace and Happiness of Residents in 
the Vicinity—Hawthorne Liquor Cases. 

Property-owners on West Jackson and 
Owasco streets have joined the West Park 
Board in the war on the new race course at 
Madison and West Fortieth streets, the old 
Corrigan track, Saturday the board filed an 
injunction, and yesterday the property-owners 
filed another. On this bill Judge Tuley issued 
a rule on the defendants named—George V. 
Hankins, Michael C. McDonald, William J. 
Wightman, Al Hankins, Jefferson Hankins, 
Harry Varnell, Paddy J. Ryan, Harry Ro- 
maine, Sidney McHie, Samuel Dahl, and John 
Condon—to show cause why they should not 
be enjoined from carrying on horse-racing, 
pool-selling, bookmaking, or gambling on 
the eighty-acre tract bounded oy Garfield 
Park, Harrison, West Fortieth, and Madison 
streets. 

The complainants are Aquila Wintermute, 
John Erwood, John L. Moxley, John Bennet, 
Frank Hearnshaw, Hiram Berstein, and 
James M. Parnie, and all live between West 
Fortieth and West Forty- first streets, Madi- 
son and Harrison streets, and within 400 feet 
of West Fortieth street. George Hankins and 
his associates, the bill says, have been engaged 
for the last two weeks in cOnstructing a mile 
track and also a track three-quarters of a mile 
long, with 800 sheds for horses, a grand 
stand with a capacity of 20,000 persons, and 
a “betting ring and stand for selling pools, 
making ks, betting, and gambling on 
races to be run on the two tracks within the 
inclosure as well as other tracks. It is cha 
upon information and belief that gambling 
upon other uncertain events besides horse 
races is to be conducted there. A tight board 
fence nine and two-thirds feet high has been 
built around the eighty-acre tract. 

Would Attract Big Crowds, 

The new track is said to be much nearer the 
center of Chicago’s 1,250,000 population than 
any other track, and more accessible, so that 
it will naturally attract immense crowds of 
people. 

All of the promoters of the scheme are said 
to be professional gamblers, pool-sellers, or 
bookmakers with one or two exce

SILVER SPECULATORS DISAPPOINTED. 


The Cabinet Decides Against the Continued 
Coinage of Silver Do! lars. 

Wasmmaron, D. C., June 26.— Special. |— 
Silver speculators are not pleased with today’s 
Cabinet meeting. They had counted ex a de- 
cision to continue the coinage of silver dol- 
lars after July 1, and this they believed would 
send the white metal upward. But Secretary 
Foster found that additional circulation could 
be secured for a while at least in a better way, 
and this way will be followed. The act of 
March 3, 1891, requires that the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall, as soon as practicable, 
coin the trade dollar bars into silver 
dollars. Secretary Foster also finds that 
$150,000 has been appropriated for 
the recoinage of the subsidiary silver coin in- 
to such denominations as will best serve to 
give it circulation. There is constant demand 
for small coins, principally dimes, which the 
mints have not been able to supply. The Sec- 
retary has decided that his first duty in this 
matter is to obey the direction of Congress. 
Coinage of trade dollar bars will transform 
into standard dollars $5,148,281. It will re- 
quire rhaps four months to perform the 
work of coining trade dollar bars and recoin- 
ing the subsidiary silver. 

Therefore the question of the contined coin- 
age of silver dollars is not deemed a practical 
one at present. The Cabinet was helped to 
this decision by the res prepared by Di- 
rector Leach, which showed that the act of 
July, 1890, was practically taking care of the 
whole silver product of the United States and 
was adding steadily to the circulation. By 
the time the trade dollars and the subsidiary 
coins are recoined the meeting of Congress 
will be close at hand and with the possibility of 
legislation ahead the Treasury Department is 
apt to continue the coinage of silver dollars 
unless directed by the law-making power. So 
this ni ggg may be looked upon as settled 
adversely. The decision reached is in the 
face of strong political pressure, but the Presi- 
dent and his advisers are confident that it will 
be upheld by the conservative business senti- 
ment of the country.

Prof. John Marshall of the Royal High 
School, Edinburg, has written “‘A Short His- 
tory of Greek Philosophy,” presenting from 
original sources an abstract of the thoughts 
of the great men of Greece on topics of per- 
manent significance and value. The abstract- 
ing is well performed, attention being paid 
rather to the ideas evolved by the early think- 
ers than to the war of words amid which not 
a few of them were continually engaged in the 
effort to solve the question, What is truth!“

to which those philosophers gave expression 
is in not a few cases the germ of what we call 
knowledge today, but the careful reader 
can hardly fail to be struck with 
the fact that much of what is 
generally believed to be of modern origin 
is enti to date back 2,000 years or more, 
the one at difference between the then and 
the now being that what the ancients accepted 
as a result of mere speculation the modern 
reasoner submits to the process of verifica- 
tion, trying to find how a given theory accords 
with the facts of nature. The sketches begin 
with Thales, of the school of Miletus, and treat 
of Pythagoras, Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, 
and of the leading lights among the Eleatics, 
Atomists, Suphists, Skeptics, Epicureans, and 
Stoics.

the conscience and to the enlichtened judgment 
of those who may listen to him. It is not right 

you compel men to labor seven days in the 
week in any secular calling. It is not right 
that the man who refuses to submit to this 
sort of tyranny should be told that if he 
will not work seven days he must lose his posi- 
tion. It is not t that you deprive thousands 
of men of the privilege of a Sabbath day. It is 
not right that men should be made siaves by 
toiling every day inthe year. O! you say, the 
Sabbath was made for man.” It was not made 
for the Jew alone. [t was made then for all men. Its 
law was written with the finger of God and not 
with the pen of Moses. The penalties of a breach 
of Sabbath law were for the Jew. But when pen- 
alty 1s modified it does not destroy law. You 
seem to argue that we are without a rest day law. 
But we are men, and a rest was made for us. The

Does the minister today, who teaches 
that men should be pure in heart, necessarily 
teach that the civil law should take charge of the 
matter? I am heartily med however, that this has 
caused you to read the Bible. There is some com- 
nsation for misrepresentation in that. You 
— a civil right to regulate your own thoughts 
as you choose, but you have no moral right to 
think evil.

Ido 
not wonder that you cail the laws regarding it 
Mosaic and Calvinistie and leave out of view the 
fact that the law ues atyen by the Lord h 
Remember the ath day to keep it holy.“ 

I do not believe nor coercion in regard to 
Sabbath laws only in so far as a man’s exercise of 
personal liberty interferes with the rights of oth- 
ers, but I do try to teach a morality far higher 
than any that can be enfo by civillaw. The 
position taken by you in carrying on worldly busi- 
ness on the first day of the week is noto op- 
posed to the law of God, and the law of Moses, 
and the teachings of Calvin, but it is in violence 
of the laws of the Stute of Illinois as well. 

That law forbids all secular business that is 
conducted in such a way as to disturb either 
families or worshiping assemblies. 

As to the name of the day or the proper day to 
be observed I can uss these matters only with 
those who are willing to keep a Sabbath and give 
one day every week to their employés. 

t me also assure you that the editors of the 
secular press are prayed for nearly every Sabbath 
in my church, nid we will do it the more earnest- 
ly because from late numbers of your paper I am 
convinced you exceedingly need it.

OBSERVATIONS. 

The position taken by the Rev. Mr. Meloy is 
that the publication of u Sunday newspaper is 
“not only opposed to the law of Gd. . but 
it 1s in violation of the laws of the State of Illinois 
as well.“ 

If a violation of the law of God it is because he 
has forbidden every kind of labor on the first day 
of the week, called Sunday. But in the two ver- 


teuch the day on which there is to be no labor is 
expressly said to be Saturday, the seventh day of 
the week. The day of rest was to follow, not pre- 
cede, the week of toil. Neither Jehovah nor 
Moses nor Jesus nor St. Paul declared that Sun- 
day, and not Saturday, should be the day which 
was to be kept holy.“ 

The change from one day to the other was made 
by man. The decree of Constantine, in the fourth 
century, simply ratified and confirmed a custom, 
which had grown up in the churches, of observ- 
ing the forenoon of Sunday for worship. If men 
can make one change they can make others. If 
lawful to substitute Sunday for Saturday it is 
equally lawful to substitute Monday, Wednesday, 
or Friday. If it was lawful to cease keeping Sat- 
urday the conclusion is that Jehovah ordered 
merely that each man keep a Sabbath and left 
it free for him to decide which one of tae seven 
days it should be. In brief, there is no evidence 
that the Almighty ordered the first day of the 
week to be kept holy. 

Next as to the Illinois law on the subject, which 
reads thus: 7 

Whoever disturbs the peace and good order of 
society by labor (works of necessity and charity 
— 4 | or by any amusement or diversion 
Sunday shall be fined not exceeding $25. This 
section shall not be construed to prevent 
the due exercise of the rights of conscience by 
whoever thinks proper to keep any other day 
as a Sabbath. 

The Rev. Mr. Meloy will please observe that the 
laws of the State of which he is a citizen recog- 
nize the right of a man to pick out whatever day 
of the week he chooses as his Sabbath. 

The question next arises whether the publica- 
tion of Sunday or Monday papers is in violation 
of the above law. While Sunday papers are 
dated and issued on that day, nearly all of the 
work on them is done Saturday and before Sun- 
day morning, while that on Monday sheets—the 
reporting of the Rev. Mr. Meloy’s sermons includ- 
ed—is done Sunday, but mostly from Sunday 
evening till Monday morning. The position 
which Tus Trisune takes is that the issue of a 
Sunday paper does not “ disturb the peace and 
good order of society.“ and therefore is not for- 
bidden by the law. There are 200,000 
families in this city who take and read Sunday 
papers printed in English, German, Scandinavian, 
Bohemian, Polish, French, and Italian.

These first buildings to go up will be the 
Manufactures, the Mines, the Electricity, and 
the Women’s. The Manufactures is to be the 


biggest of all the buildings. 

For weeks a gang of men have been em- 
ployed building railroad tracks through the 
Park to the sites of the several buildings. 
These are almost completed and material may 
be shipped to the ground with great rapidity. 
The foundation work will be simple, and al- 
most an unlimited number of men may be 
emploved. There will be neither brick nor 
stone, but a series of square timbers laid on 
the ground. Tests have been made as to the 
character of the soil, and it has been demon- 
strated that timber foundations will sustain 
buildings of four times the weight of those 
which will be constructed. 

The contractors for the Manufactures Build- 
gars Agnew & Co, of Chicago; for the Mines 
and Mining Building. Burnette, Record & 
Chapman of 3 — Arthur Johnson & 
Bro. of Omaha have the work on the Electrici- 
ty Building; and Steinmetz & Eilenberger of 
Chicago have the Women’s Building. Both 
the outside contractors have established offi- 
ces in Chicago. 

Some work was done around the Women’s 
Building yesterday. A few workmen were em- 
ployed scraping around the foundation.

Mrs. Leavitt’s Return from a Temperance 
Lecture Tour, 

The Guion line steamship Nevada, which 
arrived from Liverpool Wednesday, had 
among its cabin passengers Mrs. Mary Clem- 
ent Leavitt, the first of the round-the-world 
missionaries of the National Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, says the New York 
World. Mrs. Leavitt has been on an eight- 
year tour around the world, and returns for a 
much-needed rest. She left yesterday for her 
a in Boston, where she will remain until 

Mrs. Leavitt haga most remarkable history, 
and is herself a woman of wonderful vital 
force, culture, and Christian zeal. Her tour 
was begun under the auspices of the National 
Union, starting from New York towards the 
West. At the tame the journey was begun 
the National Union sent Mrs. Leavitt $1,000, 
which she immediately returned, saying she 
would undertake and carry out the trip on 
faith and the cause for which she went. This 
deciaration she has made good. She has 
never wanted for anything from the day her 
journey began up to the time of her return, 
eight years later. 

Since leaving Mrs, Leavitt has carried the 
temperance cause to the Hawaian Islands, 
New Zealand, Australia, Tasmania, Japan, 
China, Siam, Singapore, e Malay Peninsula, 
Burmah, Hindoostan, Ceylon, the Islands of 
Maritius, the Island of Madagascar, Natal, 
Orange Free State, Cape Colony, the Congo 
Free State, Old Calabar, Sierra Leone, 
Madeira, Spain, France, Holland, England, 
Ireland, Scotland ales, Norway, Sweden, 
Finland, Denmark, the Gerinan Empire, Italy, 
Greece, Egypt, Syria, Turkey, and many other 
smaller countries, states, and principalities. 

She has established eighty-six new societies 
belonging to the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union; twenty-four men’s temperance 
societies; and twenty-three branches of the 
„White Cross” order. She has held over 
1,600 meetings, has traveled more than 100,000 
miles—much of the distance on foot—and has 
employed 229 interpreters in forty-seven lan- 


guages. 

Personally, Mrs. Leavitt is a woman of 
much refinement. She is a Down-Easter,“ 
and was liberally educated in Massachusetts. 
Just before leaving, in 1883, she was offered 
the position of principal in a school of prom- 
inence. This offer she declined in order fo 
prosecute her work as a missionary. 

Mrs. Leavitt will be a speaker at the con- 
vention of the New York State W. C. T. U., 
which will be held at the Broadway Tabernacle 
Oct. 6, 7, and 8. In November she will speak 
—— the National W. C. T. U. Convention at
